WHEREAS, the Housing and Community Development 
Act of 1974 has made available certain funds to the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, for community development purposes; and 
WHEREAS, these funds must be used primarily for 
the prevention or elimination or blight, or for the benefit of 
low and moderate income people; and 

WHEREAS, there exist with the City of Fort Wayne 
areas of blight or deterioration; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has developed a 
community development program which is consistent with the 
City's overall strategy for preventing the further spread of 
blight and deterioration; and 

WHEREAS, this community development program was 
given a public hearing on 11/8/76&12/13/76 in the Chambers of 
this Council. 

NOW THEREFORE , BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

1. That the Common Council hereby reaffirms its 
intent to eliminate blight within the City of Fort Wayne. 

2. That the Common Council endorses the strategy 
of this program to prevent the further spread of blight and 
deterioration. 

3. :.That the Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne is 
hereby designated as the authorized representative of the City 
to act in connection with the application and to provide the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development such information 
as may be required. 
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4. That the attached conununity development 
application and program including all understands and 
assurances contained therein, be approved and forwarded to 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development for funding.

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Direct Rehabilitation $ 40,000 

Funds allocated for this project will be used to rehabilitate 
housing units acquired for the Cooperative Parenting Program, 
emergency and temporary relocation program, and leased housing 
program. They will also be used to rehabilitate neighborhood 
centers acquired, leased, or presently owned by the City. 

Housing Counseling $ 45,000 

For the rehabilitation loan program and other neighborhood 
preservation efforts to be successful, they must be supported 
by residents who are informed about housing and aware of their 
responsibilities. The Housing Counseling project will fund three 
staff members who will provide counseling on financial matters, 
home maintenance, and general matters, such as housing opportunities 

Code Enforcement $ 45,000 

The proposed funding will.support three inspectors operating in 
the impact areas as part of the housing code enforcement program 
to eliminate substandard housing. 

Demolition ^ $ 20,000 

County-ordered boarding, demolition and clearance of privately- 
owned hazardous buildings will be provided in the target areas 
when necessary to meet the aims of the Community Development 
Program. This may include demolition of garages in conjunction 
with clean-up programs. 

Relocation $ 30,000 

The relocation project will provide services and remuneration to 
families, individuals, and commercial establishments displaced by 
activities supported through block grant funds, such as code en¬ 
forcement, demolition, and direct rehabilitation. No funds have 
been spent in the previous two years and minimal relocation activi¬ 
ty is expected for the third year. 

Capital Improvements $ 588,000 

Funds will be allocated to the six target neighborhoods for public 
improvements, such as sidewalk and curb repairs, ornamental lighting 
street and alley repairs, and open space. Priorities will be set 
by the neighborhood residents, associations and local elected 
officials. 
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Neighborhood Planning $ 75^000 

The allocation will fund planning efforts in the six target 
areas and will support planning assistance in nev/.planning 
areas,, community development planning will involve identification 
of needs and priorities, coordination of capital improvements and 
service, and the development of plans with community residents. 

Housing Planning $ 45,000 

Block grant funds will be used for staff to prepare the annual 
Housing Assistance Plan, review Section 8 proposals submitted 
through HUD, provide liaison with the agencies involved in 
housing, undertake and direct studies and surveys relating to 
housing needs. The funds would also be used to conduct a historic 
structures survey to provide a basis for determining whether build¬ 
ings benefitting from block grant funds fall under historic preser¬ 
vation guidelines (federal funds may be cut off if such guidelines 
are not followed). 

Neighborhood Housing Services $ 15,000 

This is a semi-private rehabilitation loan program being set up 
under the auspices of the Urban Reinvestment Task Force. A 
neighborhood will be selected which shows initial signs of deteri¬ 
oration. Lenders pledge to make all bankable loans there. The 
City and lenders contribute jointly to a high risk pool to finance 
loans, and the City pledges code enforcement and capital improve¬ 
ments in the area. The amount of $30,000 for administrative ex¬ 
penses is covered by a Year II Community Development allocation of 
$90,000. The present allocation of $15,000 would be added to the 
$60,000 remaining from Year II to create the City's share of the 
high-risk pool. 

Neighborhood Environmental Services $ 60,000 

Community Development funds will be used to provide a variety of 
public services related to environmental improvement in target 
neighborhood, and LaRez. Services involved woul be cleaning of 
vacant lots, alleys, bulk trash pick-up clearance of lots with 
demolished structures, grading, and seeding for public open space. 
CETA workers would be used and there would also be heavy involve¬ 
ment by neighborhood residents. 
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Community Development Program Administration $ 170,000 

Program administration funds will provide staff for Neighborhood 
Care, Inc=, which implements the rehabilitation program, and will 
include program evaluation and performance assessment, fiscal con¬ 
trol, and the facilitating of citizen participation. 

Local Option/Contingency $ 125,000 

This allocation will be used to pay for technical services related 
to the capital improvements projects, for contingencies related to 
the projects, specified in the application, and for local option 
projects which develop in the specified geographic areas of the 
Community Development Program.

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COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM (HUD 7015.1) 


General 

The application shall include a summary of a Community Development Program which: 

(1) Includes the activities, to be undertaken with block grant funds for the program year to meet the community development 
needs and objectives together with the estimated costs and general location of such activities. 

(2) Indicates resources other than block grant funds which are expected to be made available during the program year toward 
meeting the identified needs and objectives. 

(3) Takes into account appropriate environmental factors. An apphcant may provide in the Community Development Program for 
the planned obligation of program year funds in the subsequent program year. An applicant may also provide in its 
Community Development Program for the payment of the cost of an eligible activity in installments or increments over a 
several year period, in which case the applicant shall provide in its Community Development Program for the obligation of at 
least a portion of its entitlement amount for the activity in the program year that the activity is initiated and shall identify 
that the cost of such activity is to be phased over a several year period; nevertheless, approval of such activity in subsequent 
years is subject to the availability of funds and the submission of an application meeting the requirements of 24 CFR part 570 
each year for which entitlement funds are to be applied toward payment for the activity. A Community Development Program 
shall not consist solely of planning activities as described in Section 570.200(a)(12). 


Submit a map or maps of geographic jurisdiction of the applicant showing the general location, by census tract, or all proposed 
activities described in the Community Development Program. Indicate separately, by each census tract, the concentrations of 
minority groups and lower-income persons. When a census tract covers a substantial area (for example a small community where the 
entire community is one or two census tracts), smaller deliniations, such as enumeration districts should be used. 


Column (1) — Activity Description. 

Describe briefly the activities which the applicant proposes to undertake in the program year. The description shall be sufficiently 
specific to allow HUD to review the eligibility of each proposed activity which will receive block grant funds. 

While inclusion of activities in the Community Development Program which will not receive block grant funds is generally 
optional with the applicant, the applicant must include any activities which are necessary for the purpose of demonstrating eligibility 
of other activities which will receive block grant funds. For instance, see Section 570.200(a)(2) of the Regulations concerning the 
provision of parking facilities, solid waste disposal facilities, and fire protection services and facilities; and Section 570.200(a)(4) 
concerning financing rehabilitation of privately owned properties. 

Related activities which constitute a single project for environmental review purposes shail be grouped together so as to clearly 
portray the status of all environmental reviews. 

Special Instructions for Column (1): 

Payment of non-Federal share: For each activity for which block grant funds will be used to pay all or part of the non-Federal share, 
identify the type of activity to be carried out (e.g., water and sewer facility, drug abuse program), and enter “Payment of 
Non-Federal Share.” 

Completion of Urban Renewal/NDP Projects: Identify by project number each urban renewal project and NDP which is scheduled to 
recieve block grant funds in the new program year for: (1) completion of previously approved activities funded under Title I of the 
Housing Act of 1949; and/or (2) repayment of project temporary loan indebtedness and interest, where such repayment will be made 
by the applicant and not by means of a grant deduction pursuant to Section 570.802. 

Model Cities Continuation: List each ongoing activity being carried out in a Model Cities program to be continued with block grant 
funds and identify such activities as “Model Cities Continuation.” The total amount of funds in each year’s Community Development 
Budget for continuation of Model Cities activities not otherwise eiigible under the Act shall not exceed the recipient’s hold harmless 
amount attributable to Model Cities. (Section 570.200(b)). If Model Cities activities are otherwise eligible under the Community 
Development Block Grant Program after the fifth Model Cities funding year, they should be listed as new activities and included in 
the budget line item appropriate for those activities. 

Reprogrammed Unobligated Funds From Prior Program Year: Funds from the previous program year budget that will not be 
obligated by the applicant prior to the beginning of the new program year may, at the discretion of the applicant, be reprogrammed 
for new activities. The reprogramming may be accompUdied in this application by showing such funds as a budget resource in the 
Community Development Budget on line F.7., and then listing the new or different activities to be carried out with the funds in 
Column (1) of the Community Development Program. Complete remaining columns of the Community Development Program. 

Program Administration: Enter “General Program Administration” to show the estimated cost of administering the applicant’s 
overall community development program. Estimated administrative costs related to activities may be separately indicated for each 
applicable activity, in accordance with the instmctions for Columns (5), (6), (7) and (8). However, the administrative costs of the 
various activities shall all be included on line E.14. (Administration) of the community development budget. Thus line E.14., shall 
equal the sum of estimated cost for general program administration plus the estimated administrative costs related to activities. 
Amounts included on Line E.14., are not subject to environmental review procedures. 

Column (2) — Related Short-Term Objective. Enter the number of each short-term objective identified in the Community 
Development Plan which the activity will support. If the activity is designed to serve an “other community development need having 
a particular urgency”, enter the number of that need. 

Column (3) - Census Tract or Enumeration District. Identify the census tract or tracts in which activity will be undertaken. If the 
activity will serve the entire community enter “community wide.” Caution should be exercised to ensure that activities undertaken 










on a community wide basis are eligible for assistance. If the applicant’s jurisdiction does not have census tracts, enter the 
enumeration district or districts. 

Column (4) - Environmental Review Status. For each project (as defined in 24 CFR 58.3) enter either: “Exempt” (project is 
exempt, as described in 24 CFR 58.21); or 

“Assessment” (project is under assessment; finding not yet made); or “Clearance - EIS” (finding made; project in clearance requiring 
EIS): or “Clearance - No EIS” (finding made; project in clearance not requiring EIS); or “Certification” (environmental review 
completed; ready for certification submission); or “Clearance Completed” 

(Certiflcation submitted; release of funds approved.) This column may be left blank for the reasonable administrative costs related to 
the planning and execution of the Community Development Program. 

Column (5) - Related Budget Line Item. For each activity listed in Column (1), which will receive funds included in the community 
development budget, enter the budget line item which relates to the activity. If an activity covers more than one budget line item, list 
each of the line item numbers. 

Column (6) — BiTCk Grant Funds: Program Yaar. Enter the amount (in $000) from the Community Development Budget which is 
expected to be obligated in the program year. A dollar amount must be provided in Column (6) directly opposite each corresponding 
budget line item number shown in Column (5). , 

Column (7) — Blixk Grant Funds: ^bsequent Year. Enter the amount (in $000) from the Community Development Budget which is 
expected to be obligated in the subsequent program year. A dollar amount must be provided in Column (7) directly opposite each 
corresponding budget line item number shown in Column (5). 

Column (8) - Block Grant Funds: Total. Enter the sum of the amounts (in $000) shown in Columns (6) and (7) for each budget line 
item number listed in Column (5). The total of all amounts in Column (6) plus the total of all amounts in Column (7) shall equal the 
total of all amounts in Column (8).

Lack of new housing starts in older neighborhoods 
forces new households which form to seek nousing elsewhere.

A- 5 Downtown Revitalization 

The decline of Downtown is intertwined-with the decline, of the surrounding, 
neighborhoods and is evidenced by an exodus of population and activity. Downtown 
property values are dropping, the vacancy rate increasing, the Central,Business- 
District's share of retail trade evaporating. (A 60% decrease from 1955 to 1975 
down to 15% of total trade.) At least 30 building facades are deteriorated. This 
process weakens the City's economic base and deprives the community of a focal 
point for identity, culture, entertainment, finance, commerce, government and 
civic functions. Revitalization is needed to restore the Downtown as the center 
of community life and to preserve it as a supportive resource for inner-city 
neighborhoods.

(1977 Program Activities) 


Rehabilitation Loans and Grants $1,040^000 

This program would provide loans to about 300 property-owners 
in the six target neighborhoods through the Neighborhood Care 
Programc An additional $40,000 would be used for the emergency 
loans and $150,000 to continue the grants in the target areas. 

This would require a total airiount in excess of $2 million so 
the City will attempt to leverage its limited block grant funds 
through local lenders. It is expected that sufficient funds 
would then be available to provide the 300 loans as well as 
loans to rehab 30 buildings downtown and provide $100,000 in 
facade improvement grants. The purpose of this new program 
would be to support the downtown revitalization program, encourage 
the rehabilitation of deteriorating commercial properties and 
preserve historical buildings. If leveraging proves and unsuccess¬ 
ful program in the neighborhoods. 

Homesteading $ 75,000 

The Homesteading project will involve the acquisition, from 
various sources, of housing units which can be rehabilitated 
with a reasonable amount of effort and funds from homesteaders 
who promise to bring the units up to minimum code within a 
year and live in them for at least three, at which time they 
will receive title. The allocation of funds includes $30,000 
for rehabilitation loans, set at a maximum interest rate and as 
short a term as possible. 

Acquisition ? 160,000 

Funds for this project will be used to acquire and/or lease 
neighborhood centers to provide space for Neighborhood Care, Inc., 
and the delivery of various social services. Housing units will 
also be acquired for the Cooperative Parenting Program which 
involves the redesign of duplex structures with common areas, such 
as playrooms, laundry facilities, to permit single heads of a 
family to cooperate in maintaining a.household and raising children. 
Other properties would be acquired, rehabilitated and maintained for 
temporary occupancy by target area residents who must leave their 
homes in an emergency until permanent housing is located. Additional 
housing units would be acquired which could be rehabilitated and 
leased to private individuals. Section 8 housing assistance funds 
could be used if the renters were of low or moderate income. 
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Direct Rehabilitation $ 40,000 

Fvmds allocated for this project will be used to rehabilitate 
housing units acquired for the Cooperative Parenting Program, 
emergency and temporary relocation program, and leased housing 
program. They will also be used to rehabilitate neighborhood 
centers acquired, leased, or presently owned by the City. 

Housing Counseling $ 45,000 

For the rehabilitation loan program and other neighborhood 
preservation efforts to be successful, they must be supported 
by residents who are informed about housing and aware of their 
responsibilities. The Housing Counseling project v/ill fund three 
staff members who will provide counseling on financial matters, 
home maintenance, and general matters, such as housing opportunities 

Code Enforcement $ 45,000 

The proposed funding will, support three inspectors operating in 
the impact areas as part of the housing code enforcement program 
to eliminate substandard housing. 

Demolition $ 20,000 

Coxmty-ordered boarding, demolition and clearance of privately- 
owned hazardous buildings will be provided in the target areas 
when necessary to meet the aims of the Community Development 
Program. This may include demolition of garages in conjunction 
with clean-up programs. 

Relocation $ 30,000 

The relocation project will provide services and remuneration to 
families, individuals, and commercial establishments displaced by 
activities supported through block grant funds, such as code en¬ 
forcement, demolition, and direct rehabilitation. No funds have 
been spent in the previous two years and minimal relocation activi¬ 
ty is expected for the third year. 

Capital Improvements $ 588,000 

Funds will be allocated to the six target neighborhoods for public 
improvements, such as sidewalk and curb repairs, ornamental lighting 
street and alley repairs, and open space. Priorities will be set 
by the neighborhood residents, associations and local elected 
officials. 
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Neighborhood Planning $ 75^000 

The allocation will fund planning efforts in the six target 
areas and will support planning assistance in new.planning 
areas, community development planning will involve identification 
of needs and priorities, coordination of capital improvements and 
service, and the development of plans with community residents. 

Housing Planning $ 45,000 

Block grant funds will be used for staff to prepare the annual 
Housing Assistance Plan, review Section 8 proposals submitted 
through HUD, provide liaison with the agencies involved in 
housing, undertake and direct studies and surveys relating to 
housing needs. The funds would also be used to conduct a historic 
structures survey to provide a basis for determining whether build¬ 
ings benefitting from block grant funds fall under historic preser¬ 
vation guidelines (federal funds may be cut off if such guidelines 
are not followed). 

Neighborhood Housing Services $ 15,000 

This is a semi-private rehabilitation loan program being set up 
under the auspices of the Urban Reinvestment Task Force. A 
neighborhood will be selected which shows initial signs of deteri¬ 
oration. Lenders pledge to make all bankable loans there. The 
City and lenders contribute jointly to a high risk pool to finance 
loans, and the City pledges code enforcement and capital improve¬ 
ments in the area. The amount of $30,000 for administrative ex¬ 
penses is covered by a Year II Community Development allocation of 
$90,000. The present allocation of $15,000 would be added to the 
$60,000 remaining from Year II to create the City's share of the 
high-risk pool. 

Neighborhood Environmental Services $ 60,000 

Community Development funds will be used to provide a variety of 
public services related to environmental improvement in target 
neighborhood, and LaRez. Services involved woul be cleaning of 
vacant lots, alleys, bulk trash pick-up clearance of lots with 
demolished structures, grading, and seeding for public open space. 
CETA workers would be used and there would also be heavy involve¬ 
ment by neighborhood residents. 
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Community Development Program Administration $ 170,000 

Program administration funds will provide staff for Neighborhood 
Care, InCo, which implements the rehabilitation program, and will 
include program evaluation and performance assessment, fiscal con-' 
trol, and the facilitating of citizen participation. 

Local Option/Contingency $ 125,000 

This allocation will be used to pay for technical services related 
to the capital improvements projects, for contingencies related to 
the projects, specified in the application, and for local option 
projects which develop in the specified geographic areas of the 
Community Development Program.
